The  approximate  yield  on  investments  for  1983 
was  9.9f°t  "based  on  an  average  principal  and  accumu- 
lated dividends  of  $75,440.  and  income  of  $7435.00. 
The  effect  of  the  new  Ruth  G.  Campbell  Fund  is  not. 
included.  This  yield  of  9-9%  compares  with  10.4$ 
for  1982  and  9.5%  for  198I.  In  addition  a  capital 
gain  $394.50  was  realized  on  the  maturity  of  an  In- 
diana &  Michigan  Electric  Company  Bond. 

Perpetual  cemetery  care  funds  were  established 
in  the  names  of  Gertrude  Brown  and  Robert  and  Vir- 
ginia Sears. 

This  year  a  new  trust  fund  was  established  by 
the  Timberlane  Regional  School  Board  with  $50,000. 
received  from  the  Estate  of  Ruth  G.  Campbell.  The 
income  from  this  fund  is  to  be  used  for  scholar- 
ships for  Timberlane  High  School  graduates  of  all 
four  Towns . 

A  new  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  finance  the  Re- 
valuation of  the  Town  was  set  up  as  voted  at  Town 
Meeting.  Additions  were  made  to  the  Capital  Re- 
serve Fund  for  a  new  fire  truck  by  the  Fire  Belles, 
Mr.  Earl  Sweet,  and  by  a  vote  at  Town  Meeting.  The 
Town  also  voted  an  addition  to  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  the  Recreation  Commission.

AND  FOREST  RANGER  REPORT 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state 
forest  fire  prevention  and  control  program  leads 
the  nation  in  least  acres  burned  per  forest  fire. 
Less  than  one-half  acre  per  fire  statewide  average. 

At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is 
responsible  for  the  prevention  and  control  of  all 
grass  and  woods  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  snow 
covered . 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town 
level  by  issuing  a  written  permit  for  every  fire 
that  is  to  be  kindled  on  the  ground  out  of  doors 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  Each 
person  wishing  to  have  an  outside  fire  must  obtain 
this  written  permit  from  the  town  Fire  Warden  be- 
fore kindling  the  fire.  Any  person  that  does  not 
obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is  required,  is  vio- 
lating our  forest  fire  permit  law  and  is  subject  to 
a  court  appearance  and  could  be  fined  up  to  $1,000. 
and  receive  a  jail  sentence  of  up  to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  am. 
and  5:00  pm.  unless  it  is  raining.  The  reason  for 
this  is  twofold:  the  fire  danger  increases  stead- 
ily between  9:00  am.  and  2:00  pm. ,  then  subsides  to 
a  safe  level  between  2:00  pm.  and  5:00  pm.  This 
happens  because  the  sun  dries  out  the  fine  fuels 
that  are  easily  ignited  and  dries  the  air  which 
permits  rapid  fire  spread.  Also  during  this  part 
of  the  day  fire  fighters  are  not  readily  available 
in  most  communities  so  an  escaped  fire  could  burn 
longer  and  cause  greater  damage  before  being  sup- 
pressed . 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  condi- 
tions are  safe  is  greatly  appreciated.

NEWMARKET  REGIONAL  HEALTH  CENTER 

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  completed 
its  twelfth  year  of  service  in  1983 »  operating  two 
medical  offices,  one  in  Newmarket  and  the  other  in 
Raymond,  the  Lamprey  River  Clinic.  Both  facilities 
provide  general  medical  care,  preventive  health 
services,  community  outreach,  social  services,  and 
short-term  counseling  with  referral  to  area  mental 
health  agencies.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  EXETER  AREA  V.N.A.  INC. 

This  non-profit  community  agency  continues  to 
provide  health  care  to  individuals  and  families  in 
their  homes  and  in  clinics.  The  well-child  clinic, 
the  blood  pressure  clinic,  and  the  Flu  clinic  con- 
tinue along  with  the  addition  of  the  foot  care 
clinic  for  senior  citizens.  The  four  sites  for  the 
foot  clinics  are  Raymond  Senior  Citizen  Center,  The 
Elderly  Housing  Unit  in  Exeter,  Dr.  Dibble's  Office 
in  Kingston,  and  Packer  Meadows  Elderly  Housing  in 
Newton. 

There  is  now  an  answering  service  in  effect 
taking  calls  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  772-2981. 

The  member  Towns  make  up  the  governing  Board 
of  Directors  with  people  appointed  by  the  Town  Se- 
lectmen. 

Funding  for  the  Association  comes  from  Medi- 
care, Medicaid,  patient  fees,  donations  and  member 
town  appropriations  raised  through  approved  local 
taxes.  The  appropriation  requested  for  1984  is 
$1,840.  which  continues  to  be  computed  at  $1.15  per 
capita.  Any  difference  in  the  total  amount  is  due 
to  a  change  in  population  not  an  increase  per  cap- 
ita.  It  has  been  $1.15  since  1977« 

It  should  be  noted  that  "Home  care  is  being 
looked  at  to  provide  a  higher  level  of  care  to 
people  with  a  degree  of  illness  heretofore  consid- 
ered treatable  only  in  a  hospital."

PLANNING  BOARD 

1983  was  an  active  year  for  the  Planning 
Board.  A  new  Zoning  Ordinance  was  placed  on  the 
1983  Town  Warrant  and  approved  by  the  voters. 

During  1983*  most  of  our  effort  has  been  di- 
rected toward  the  reorganization  of  the  Land  Subdi- 
vision Regulations.  Like  the  original  Zoning  Ordi- 
nances, these  regulations  have  required  consider- 
able work  to  eliminate  confusion  and  redundancy  and 
to  bring  them  into  line  with  new  state  laws  which 
go  into  effect  January  1,  1984.  A  hearing  will  be 
held  early  in  1984  and  the  Planning  Board  will  then 
vote  on  their  adoption. 

During  1983>  the  Planning  Board  has  initiated 
a  working  relationship  with  the  Rockingham  Planning 
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Commission,  and  this  has  proved  to  be  a  rewarding 
one.  The  professional  planning  help  has  proven  to 
be  an  extremely  efficient  and  cost-effective  way  to 
develop  effective  and  legally-sound  land  use  regu- 
lations. Moveover,  progress  has  been  made  at  a 
much  faster  rate  than  would  be  possible  by  the 
Planning  Board  alone.  In  addition  to  the  Land  Sub- 
division Regulations,  Rockingham  Planning  Commis- 
sion is  helping  us  update  the  Master  Plan  and  will 
play  an  important  part  in  several  other  projects  in 
the  future . 

During  1983.  the  Planning  Board  considered 
about  eight  proposed  subdivisions.  Four  of  these 
did  not  proceed  beyond  the  preliminary  consultation 
stage.  Of  the  four  formal  applications,  three  were 
denied  and  one  was  approved.  In  addition,  two 
plans  of  existing  lots  of  record  were  approved  for 
filing  purposes.  Finally,  a  petition  was  accepted 
from  a  resident  for  amendment  of  the  Zoning  Ordin- 
ances and  hearings  have  been  scheduled  prior  to  its 
inclusion  on  the  1984  Town  Warrant. 

The  Planning  Board  has  the  responsibility  to 
develop  and  administer  regulations  aimed  at  ensur- 
ing orderly  and  planned  growth  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Town,  in  general.  Sometimes  these  objectives 
conflict  with  the  desires  of  individual  landowners 
or  developers.  However,  experience  shows  that  con- 
troversy often  stems  from  a  misunderstanding  of  the 
regulations  or  their  purpose.  Therefore,  we  urge 
that  any  individuals  with  concerns  or  questions 
come  to  a  Planning  Board  meeting  and  discuss  them 
with  us.  This  will  provide  us  with  an  improved 
measure  of  Town  opinion  and  will  allow  us  to  clear 
up  any  misconceptions  that  may  exist.

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

Four  formal  appeals  were  made  to  the  Board 
during  1983.  Two  of  these  were  in  the  nature  of 
appeals  from  the  administrative  decision  of  Town 
Officials;  in  both  cases  disposition  satisfactory 
to  the  applicants  were  obtained  without  formal  hear- 
ing and  the  appeals  were  withdrawn.  Public  hear- 
ings were  held  on  tv/o  individual  applications  for 
variance  from  the  zoning  ordinance  and  written 
findings  of  fact  and  decisions  were  issued  in  sup- 
port of  denials . 

The  Board  routinely  receives  a  number  of  in- 
quiries from  citizens  as  to  how  to  pursue  their  in- 
terests, which  in  most  cases  do  not  require  Board 
action  but  only  information  and  guidance. 

Strict  rules  of  procedure  were  adopted  by  the 
Board  in  the  prior  year  to  ensure  a  fair  and  impar- 
tial hearing  on  every  application  and  appeal. 

While  the  powers  and  authority  of  the  Board 
are  considerable  in  some  respects,  the  manner  in 
which  these  powers  can  be  exercised  is  strictly 
limited  as  a  matter  of  law.  Not  all  citizens  real- 
ize that  the  Board  cannot  change  the  ordinance. 
Unless  certain  standards  set  forth  by  the  ordin- 
ance, State  statute,  and  the  Supreme  Court  of  N.H. 
are  met,  the  Board  is  without  power  to  grant  a  var- 
iance. The  Planning  Board  and  Selectmen  are  ad- 
vised of  all  Board  hearings;  recurring  subjects  may 
indicate  a  need  for  some  change  in  administrative 
handling  or  provisions  of  the  ordinance.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  -  1983 

It  was  an  eventful  year  for  the  Danville  Po- 
lice Department. 

In  March  it  was  voted  to  purchase  our  first 
Town  owned  Police  Cruiser  and  it  was  ordered  imme- 
diately. However,  due  to  statewide  response,  it 
did  not  arrive  until  the  first  of  July  but  was 
equipped  and  put  into  use  as  soon  as  it  came.  We 
believe  the  visibility  of  this  vehicle  used  for 
patrol,  was  instrumental  in  helping  to  keep  crime 
at  a  minimum  in  our  town. 

A  tremendous  number  of  telephone  calls  were 
received  by  this  department.  However,  many  of  them 
were  for  information  and  could  be  processed  at  the 
time,  in  the  office,  and  did  not  require  outside 
officer  response. 

We  have  responded  to  calls  for  accidents,  fam- 
ily and  neighborhood  disputes,  theft  and  burglary, 
vandalism,  fires  and  medical  emergencies,  suspi- 
cious persons  and  vehicles,  traffic  control,  prop- 
erty checks  and  other  varied  incidents. 

Investigation  and  handling  of  stray  dogs  has, 
as  usual,  required  much  attention  and  we  are  thank- 
ful to  those  who  have  abided  by  the  Dog  Control  Law 
by  keeping  their  dogs  confined  to  their  own  prop- 
erty. This  law  is  for  the  protection  of  the  dog, 
dog  owner  and  general  public  and  much  nicer  to  at- 
tain this  goal  through  cooperation  as  opposed  to 
court  action. 

We  also  give  thanks  to  the  many  citizens  who 
provided  information  and  called  to  alert  us  of  any 
suspicious  activity.  It  is  only  with  this  coopera- 
tion that  we  can  give  the  best  service  possible.

This  was  the  first  year  of  membership  in  the 
Rockingham  Regional  Planning  Commission  for  Dan- 
ville. Some  information  is  in  order  to  acquaint 
you  with  the  benefits  available  to  the  Town. 

Basically,  membership  entitles  the  Town  to 
professional  technical  assistance  in  how  to  do  what 
the  Town  wants  done,  as  perceived  by  its  Boards  and 
Committees.  As  this  can  be  beyond  the  "know  how" 
range  of  the  volunteer  or  non-prof essional  local 
government  official,  we  can  be  advised  by  the  Com- 
mission. Also,  the  Town  may  want  to  participate  in 
regional  approaches  to  subjects  or  problems. 

Each  member  town  appoints  commissioners  to  the 
governing  board,  who  coordinate  the  Town's  requests 
for  assistance.  In  general,  the  planning  for  this 
takes  place  in  advance  of  their  "work  year",  which 
runs  July  to  June.  During  the  first  year  of  Dan- 
ville's membership,  nearly  all  work  requests  came 
from  the  Planning  Board  and  Selectmen.  Hopefully, 
the  Town  will  vote  membership  funds  again  at  the 
1984  Town  Meeting,  and  all  boards  and  committees 
will  discuss  their  anticipated  needs  relative  to 
the  services  of  the  Regional  Planning  Commission 
with  the  commissioners,  further  broadening  our  use 
of  the  Commission.
